India, Too, Is Seeking 


‘Life, Liberty, Happiness’ 


One of the better television programs 
ofthe holiday period was one of Christ- 
mas efternoon on India. Chester Bowles, 
for two years this country’s most suc- 
eassful ambassador to an Asian country, 
povided a running comment on the doc- 
umentary film. 

It was not a documentary of rajahs, 
elephants and of palaces, dancing girls and 
sgenic effects. It was film of Indian vil- 
lage life with oceasional shots from cities. 
[t.included statements by teachers, work- 
ers and several discussions between Mr. 
Bowles and India’s Prime Minister, Nehru. 

Mr. Bowles reminded .us that India is 
the largest democracy in the world. He 
called upon us to recall that when we 
rebelled against colonial rule we ourselves 
declared for “life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness " We also declared all men 
created equal. And, of course, we did 
not mean in this historic declaration that 
all men were created equal in ability. 
either economically or in personal quali- 
ties. But what we did mean was that all 
men were equal before the law and that 
ngdne had a greater right to citizenship 
ihtan another. 

« Mr. Bowles reminded us that all this 
s.precisely what India, too, has declared 
sid what she seeks. Mr. Nehru, in his 
rommerts, declared himself no enemy of 
tapitalism or of America. He did say 
certain socialistic measures were neces- 
tary to meet the demands of modern 
society. We, of all people, ought to know 
his to be true since the United States has 
seen forced by the demands of modern 
lociety to enact socialistic- and semi- 
tocialistic legislation. Our method is to

comfort ourselves by not putting an accu- 
rate label on it. 

It was on Tuesday after Christmas 
the wire services carried a statement from 
Mr. Nehru made in a talk at Coinbatore, 
India 

“We will be friends with all who are 
friendiy,” said the prime minister, in re- 
ferring to Western cor.cern over the visit 
of Soviet leaders to his country. “And,” 
he continued, “we shall also continue to 
be friends with those who do not want 
to be friends with us” 

This was a typically “Indian” remark, 
puzzling to a Western man but not to an 
Indian. 

At any rate, India is a democracy 
trving te provide jobs and government to 
free men. Side by side with her is Red 
China, trying to do the same thing with 
rigid. Communist controls backed by a@ 
police state. 

It is important we and India continue 
mutually friendly.

The newest survey, conducted by the 
National Cancer Institute, shows that 32 
out of every 100 babies born this year 
will contract cancer during their lives, 
Cancer in some fourm is in the cards for 
nearly one-third of the people born today. 

The survey was made in 10 metropoli- 
ton areas, including Atlanta. It agreed 
with the popular conception that more 
women have cancer than men. 

Whire cancer’s cause and certain cure 
still are beyond us, the survey reported 
progress is being made. Public education 
is making possible earlier diagnoses. 
There are more physicians with experi- 
ence in this particular field. And many of 
those whose illness is diagnosed early 
enough are cured. 

Someday in some laboratory, cancer’s 
riddle will be solved. It will come as the 
result of years of effort and years of 
expense. In the meanwhile, mankind can 
hasten that day by supporting the organ- 
izations engaged in this life or death field 
of research.

Should Save Billions Yearly 


pen. Symington in recent speeches has been sharply critical 
of the failure of the administration to achieve true unification of 


the armed forces. 


He has pointed out that unification would make 


possible a balanced budget and a tax cut for the people and that 
savings might be reckoned in “‘billions of dollars annually.’ 


With all of these we agree. It 
should be noted, however, that 
while this administration has failed 
to achieve unification in its two 
and a half years in office, the pre- 
vious Truman administration, of 
which Sen. Symington was a dis- 
tinguished member, likewise failed 
to achieve unification in the al- 
most six years it held office from 
the enactment of the unification 
law to the inauguration of Gen. 
Keisenhower, all of which is no ex- 
cuse for the present administra- 
avi. 

The two great virtues of unifi- 
cation as Sen. Symington points 
out, are to be achieved in savings 
to the taxpayers and strengthen- 
ing of defense. 

The Hoover Commission has 
stated that the inauguration of a 
single Federal, Catalog System 
would save the taxpayers $4,500,- 
000,000 each year ‘ 

A single ‘alog would property 
identify items of supply by nam- 
ing, describing and numbering 
them so that each item can be 
distinguished one from the other 
Central purchasing by the govern- 
ment would then provide for eaco 
of the armed services the. items 
desired by that service. 

As it stands today, except in a 
few negligible instances, the armed 
forces compete among themselves 
in. the market for items ranging 
from lead pencils to aircraft. Com- 
petition between the services thus 
raises the cost to the ‘taxpayer. 

Sen. Symington is working in the 
right direction. If other influential 
senators. and congressmen helped 
to force the defense establishment 
to the single catalog and real uni- 
fication, as already directed by 
law, the taxpayer would be enor- 
mously benefited as would the 
entire nation,

"37,000 in addition to injuring about 


2,000,000 a year. What you brought 
out was the all-important fact 
that the machine should ‘be tai- 
lored to fit the human being who 
operates it. 


“*‘The automobile designers 
haven't taken that lesson to heart 
as yet. The 1956 models position 
the driver halfway back to the 
rear of his car, and the sheet 
metal of the long, high hood and 
fenders robs him of his view closé 
up ahead and at the sides. 

‘The heavy engine is installed 
as far as possible from the wheels 
it must drive. As if this. viola- 
tion of the laws of gravitation 
and locomotion was not enough, 
the engine, unavoidably generat- 
ing poisonous carbon monoxide, 
is located as nearly under the 
nose of the driver and passengers 
as it is possible to misplace it. 

“Introducing the 1956 models, 
the makers appealed for custom- 
ers on the basis that the new 
cars are ‘longer’ and ‘lower.’ 

‘The reduction in height comes 
when there has been a lot of 
publicity : about the increased 
average height of Americans. So 
just when it is being noted that 
the nation is getting taller. the 
auto makers reduce the height 
of the apparatus that people have 
to Lit into. 

“The increase in length is even 
more incomprehensible. The auto 
industry in this country has been 
turning out a constant stream of 
over-size cars, huge dinosawrs 
that average to carry less than 
two persons, yet Occupy space on 
the highway sufficient for 30 per- 
SONS, 

**Automobile.accidents, in addi- 
tion to the casualty toll, are caus- 
ing an economic loss estimated at 
four billion dollars a year. The 
four-billion-dollar question is: 
When will the auto industry give 
up the vain efforts to make over 
60 million human beings to fit: the 
machines and instead design and 
build cars to fit the -human be- 
ings?”

If we say those gods are unrea!. then what assurance do we have that 
someday the God we worship will not be declared as unreal, a mytho-

Also realizing that millions of 
people in Asia and Africa place 
their faith in other gods, how can 
we be sure just which faith is the 
correct one among the many faiths 
in existence?

If it doesn't 
like the way General Motors sells automobiles, it throws a subpoena 


at GM president Harlow H. Curtice. 


If Congress doesn’t think that the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment is functioning efficiently, it 
is ready to pass a law at the drop 
of a hand-out. 

And this is all right. Most people 
would rather have Congress over- 
investigate than underinvesti- 
gate. 

But who is going to help reform 
Congress when Congress isn’t 
much interested in reforming .-it- 
self? 

The need is to develop new 
ways and means to enable Con- 
gress to discharge its responsibili- 
ties efficiently, more effectively 
and more accountably. 

Many of the minor reforms in 
the organization and operation of 
@bngress have already been 
made. But the major ones remain: 

Some better way to hold the par- 
ty in office accountable for ful- 
filling its campaign and platform 
commitments. 

Greater party discipline so that 
the majority party can live up to 
its promises. 

A better planning of the legis- 
lative agenda so that Congress 
may use more of its time more 
productively. 

some of the practical actions 
which could be taken to aehieve 
these goals are familiar to all stu- 
dents of representative govern- 
ment, and Dr. George B. Gallo- 
Way, an outstanding authority on 
congressional reform, has_ren- 
dered a timely service by expound- 
ing the most needed changes in 
a pamphlet prepared for the Na- 
tional Planning Assn, He makes 
a strong case for such steps as 
these:

This would 
make it possible to enforce needed 
discipline within each party by 
making binding caucus decisions 
requiring the voting support of 
ail members. on at least those 
measures designed to carry out 
campaign or platform commit- 
ments. 


3. Put the assignment of com- 


mittee chairmen ‘either in the 
hands of the majority leaders of 
the House and Senate or under 
the control of the party caucus. 

The need for reform is urgent 
and visible and the coming ses- 
sion of Congress would be a good 
time to begin. 

Such reform would, I am sure, 
have the support of President Fi- 
senhower who has often shown that 
he wants to see the role of Con- 
gress strengthened. 

Now, that Congress has for sev. 
eral years turned the Hoover Com- 
mission loose on the executive 
branch of the government — to sce 
how it could be better organized 
and operated — wouldn't it be a 
good idea for Congress to create 
another Hoover-type commission to 
do the same for itself?

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Kaiser’s Last-Seeond Field Goal 


Confusion Boils 
At Final Whistle

PASADENA, Calif., Jan. 2 (UP) 
—Michigan State scored one of the 
wildest Rose Bowl victories in 
history today defeating UCLA 17-14 
ina finish so franzied there was 
doubt who kicked the winning 
field goal in the fading seconds. 
It finally was credited to end 
Dave Kaiser. 

Fullback Gerry Planutis had 
attempted one field goal in the 
hectic fourth period that missed 
from the 30-yard line. Then Kaiser 
came in to kick the game-winning 
goal from tMe 3l-yard line with 
seven seconds to play, but both 
the scoring summary and play-by- 
play official record and all an- 
nouncers at the field gave Planu- 
tis the credit. 

The error was not corrected 
officially until the players reached 
the dressing room. : 

Probably most of the 100,809 fans 
were unaware as they left the 
stadium that the hero was Kaiser 
instead of Planutis. 

Kaiser was called on to make 
the final field goal because 
Planutis’ efforts on two previous 
attempts had failed. The big 
end, a  first-stringer calmly 
put his foot to the ball to cut 
uprights cleanly. 

It was Planutis who teamed 
with Clarence Peaks and Walt 
Kowalczyk to lead Michigan State 
to victory after UCLA surged from 
behind in the final period to tie 
the score at 14-14. 

But for that field goal, ailing 
tailback Ronnie Knox of UCLA, 
just recovered from a broken leg, 
might have emerged the hero.for 
leading his team to the tying 
touchdown. 

The final seconds of the game 
were the most hectic in Rose Bow! 
history. The capacity crowd was 
on its feet while UCLA was penal- 
ized to its one and a short punt 
set up the winning kick.

Immediately after the wer, robust sportswear burst upon the 
scene. In an attempt to get as far as possible from the sameness 


of the military uniform, men appeared in sportswear that 
featured big bold prints and bright plaids. 
Then, today’s fashions began to take shape. Nubby touch 


fabrics began to appear in suits and coats. Men began to take 
an interest in fabrics. 

The bold jook appeared, stressing single-breasted suits, wide- 
striped ties, spread collars, wide bound hats and husky shoes. 
These set the scene for the arrival of the continental influence. 
Tais consisted of the charcoal colors that were popular in 
Europe. With these dark tones, men found it advantageous to 
wear bright furnishings that contrasted with the darker suits. 

All the while dark tones were becoming popular, most men 
never realized that these tones had been presented during the 
mid-1930s but failed to catch on because of the depressed 
economy. 


At the same time leisure wear took a new turn with the 
introduction of the international air in sportswear. Bermuda 
shorts became popular. The U.S. Air Force even adopted them 
as part of its uniform. Europe contributed new ideas with sport 
shirts that featured one-piece collars and horizontal, stripes in

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Medicine Owes Much 
To Younger Doctors 


Many patients prefer the older 
physician because of his judg- 
ment and wealth of experience. 
But age is not always a good 
measuring rod and in almost 
every field of endeavor there are 
bright young men who are head 
and shoulders above their col- 


leagues. Some of our most fa- 
mous discoveries were made by 
medical students and young phy- 
sicians, according to the Journal 
of the American Medical Assn. 


Humphrey Davy discovered 
the anesthetic properties of ni- 
trous oxide when he was a 21- 
year-old medical student. He was 
mature enough to visualize its 
potential value in surgery and 
as a pain killer. 

Another studenf, Valerius 
Cordus, synthesized ether in 1540. 
William Harvey was a young 
man when he conceived the idea 
that blood held the secret of 
circulation, 


‘Phenomenal’ Young, whose 
real name was Thomas Young, 
was only 20 when he was elected 
a fellow of the Royal Society 
of London for his investigations 
on the lens of the eye. Young 
worked on ox eyes and found 
that the ciliary muscles change 
the shape of the lens. This work 
refuted the old idea that the eye- 
ball changed in size to accom- 
modate near and far vision. 

The thesis of a young Czech 
medical student grew into an in- 
ternational situation. Johannes 
Purkinje’s experiments on color 

_vision attracted so much atten- 
tion he was appointed professor 
at Breslau, Germany. 

The local medical faculty re- 
sented the intrusion of a 
foreigner but the Prussian gov- 
ernment was sold on him and 
built the first physiological re- 
search laboratory in Europe for 
his use, 

Californians regard James 
Blake as their first distinguished 
scientist. At 23, before he be- 
came ‘‘Gold Rush Doc,” he ad- 
vanced the theory, based on ex- 
periments, that the effect of 
drugs on the body is determined 
by their chemical structure. In 
presenting this revolutionary 
idea, he arranged the electro- 
negative elements in almost the 
same order as they now appear 
in our periodic table. 

Edward Jenner was beginning 
his apprenticeship training when 
he found that persons afflicted 
with cowpox were protected from 
smallpox. The life cycle of ma- 
laria in birds was outlined by 
William G. MacCullum while a 
student at Johns Hopkins. 

While traveling to school on a 
streetcar, Walter B. Cannon got 
an idea that led ultimately to the 
technique now utilized to X-ray 
the stomach and intestines. He 
overhead a conversation about 
the new machine that could see 
through fully clothed persons. 
His initial work was done on 
laboratory animals, using buttons 
at first, followed by bismuth and 
later, barium. 
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“No, he’s okay—he’s only trying to match his 
passport photo!”

Chinese Immigration 


Quota Is Scrutinized 


Rev. Philip Lee, 45, is the 
Chinese clergyman of Chicago’s 
Chinatown church. 

“Dr. Crane, my mother is a 
Bible teacher and lives in Hong 
Kong,’” he said. 

“Some 2,000,000 other refugees 
have descended upon Hong Kong 
as they have fled from Com- 
munist China. 

“Thousands of these refugees 
are college professors, clergy- 
men and Christian business ex- 
ecutives and other talented Chin- 
ese who preferred exile in pov- 
erty to living as slaves of com- 
munistic regimentation. 

“My wife and I visited Hong 
Kong last year to see if we 
couldn’t help get my mother to 
America, for she would be a 
great asset in the work of our 
Chinese Christian Church. 

“But the immigration quota for 
Chinese is only 105 per year, so 
there is a long waiting list.’ 
STICK BY FRIENDS 

Perhaps it would be wiser if 
we raised our Chinese immigra- 
tion quota to admit many more 
loyal Christians whom we have 
educated to our American view- 
point of ‘‘free enterprise’’ and our 
type of government. 

It has long been predicted that 
the center of civilization will le 
around the Pacific Basin by the 
end of the 20th century; so it 
might be smart if we _in- 


corporated more Chinese into 
citizenship here. 
Our American _  mission- 


aries Christianized the leaders 
of China. We backed the develop- 
ment of colleges and hospitals 
there. 

Then when our Chinese friends 
were driven out by the Com- 
munists, we let them stagnate in 
tar-paper shacks in Hong Kong! 

As an exponent of “horse 
sense,”’ I feel we could get bet- 


talents of thousands of these 
Christian Chinese, college- 
educated and experienced in 
science as well as business. 
Why let brilliant minds and 
skilled hands remain in idleness? 
If we don’t furnish an outlet for 
Christianized Chinese, we have 
violated the precept. of St. James, 
who said, “Faith without works 
is dead.”’

“Yes, Dr. Crane, but aren’t 
there many other brilliant Chris- 
tian folks in Europe debarred 
from the U.S. by low immigra- 
tion quotas?’”’ you may ask. 

True enough, but those coun- 
tries usually have enjoyed fairly 
liberal immigration quotas in 
years past, and still have much 
higher quotas than the Chinese. 

When Uncle Sam wishes to aid 
an infant industry that is bene- 
ficial, he often subsidizes the lat- 
ter, which is why our air mail 
and Merchant Marine were sub- 
sidized. 

This tendency to favor the in- 
fant industries should be expand- 
ed to our immigration, so newer 
immigrant groups should have a 
few immigration favors. 

My college textbook in psy- 
chology was translated into the 
Chinese and has been widely 
employed over there, so I have 
had contact with many brilliant 
Chinese scientists. 

It grieves me to think they are 
now twicdling their thumbs in 
Hong Kong when Rev. Philip 
Lee could use them to help 
teach Christianity to Chinese in 
our large American cities. 

The American Chinese would 
support them, too, so they’d be 
of no expense to us taxpayers.
